Gentlemen, 

I have  mch  pleasure  in  presenting  tho  Annual  Report  on  the 
health  of  the  District  for  the  year  ended  31st  December  1961. 

The  population,  as  estimated  mid-year  by  the  Registrar  General 
was  2,100'  , and  there  were  23  live  births,  giving  a live  birth  rate  of  10. G4, 
and  24  deaths  with  a death  rate  of  13.62;  B deaths  were  due  to  heart  dis- 
eases, 2 to  cancer,  6 to  vascular  lesions  of  the  nervous  system.  There 
were  no  infantile  or  materngJl  deaths. 

The  vital  statistics  can  be  regarded  as  satisfactory. 

Fifty  six  infectious  diseases  cases  were  notified  during  tho 
year,  and  no  cases  of  tuberculosis  were  recorded.  The  increase  of 
notifiable  diseases  over  those  for  I960  was  nialnly  due  to  50  cases  of 
measles  occurring  during  the  early  part  of  tho  year.  One  case  of  food 
poisoning  occurred,  the  source  of  tho  infection  being  probably  outside 
the  District. 

Immunisation  against  poliomyelitis  was  continued  during  tho 
year,  and  included  all  children  and  young  adults  from  six  months  to  forty 
years,  and  priority  groups,  viz.  expectant  mothers,  hospital  and  ambulance 
staff  etc.  A fourth  injection  against  poliomyelitis  was  offered  to 
children  between  the  ages  of  5 and  12.  Owing  to  shortage  cf  vaccine  it 
was  not  possible  to  complete  the  immunisation  of  all  children  eligible, 
and  only  64  children  received  the  fourth  injection.  At  tho  end  of  1961 
seme  500  persons  had  received  three  injections  against  this  disease. 

I have  the  follov/ing  conunent  on  the  sanitary  conditions  in  the 

District;- 

On  the  whole  tho  water  supply  was  very  satisfactory,  an' exception 
was  that  at  2ryholno  Junction,  where  the  supply  to  four  cottages  is  unsat- 
isfactory, and  the  occupiers  were  advised  to  boil  the  water. 

Tho  emergency  housing  at  Cocklcberry  was  finally  cleared  by  the 
50th  October  1961,  thus  ending  the  very  unsatisfactory  conditions  that 
existed  there.

SECTION  B. 


Water  Supply,  Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal  and  General 

Sanitary  C i^cj^s t anc e s . 

Distribution  of  Water. 

1,  The  parishes  included  within  the  area  of  the  various  statutory  undertakers 
(Tees  Valley  and  Cleveland  Water  Board)  are  Cleasby,  Cliffe,  part  of  Croft, 
Stapleton  and  Manfield. 

The  parish  of  Barton,  and  part  of  Newton  Morrell,  which  was  not  included 
within  the  area  of  a statutory  water  underta^ker  has  been  the  subject  of  a fringe 
order  and  was  brought  into  the  Bichraond  Rural  District  area  of  supply.  Certain 
extensions  of  water  mains  were  laid  towards  the  end  of  the  year. 

2.  The  parishes  not  included  within  the  statutory  water  areas  are;- 

(a)  Part  of  Croft. 

This  small  agricultural  area  could  be  supplied  by  Richmond  Rural  District 
Council  or  the  Tees  Valley  and  Cleveland  Water  Board  and  last  year  when 
representations  were  made  regarding  extension  of  mains  services  by  the  occupiers  of 
four  f arms j the  Council  decided  that  as  Richmond  Rural  District  Council  were 
taking  over  the  Counci] ’s  water  supply  arrangements  to  the  adjacent  agricultural 
area  that,  providing  there  was  sufficient  water,  they  were  willing  that  extensions 
should  be  made  from  this  source. 

(b)  Dalton, 

The  village  of  Dalton  receives  a bulk  supply  from  the  Tees  Valley  and 
Cleveland  Water  Board  distributed  in  the  village  by  the  Croft  Rural  District 
Council.  The  Ecclesiastical  Commissioners  take  a bulk  supply  from  the  Council's 
mains  and  distribute  water  to  about  seven  farms  and  five  cottages.  Part  of  the 
soutiiern  area  of  the  parish  is  supplied  by  Richmond  Rural  District  Council  direct 
a.nd  through  a bulk  supply  from  that  Authority  to  Croft  Rural  District  site. 

Richmond  Rural  District  Council  are  negotiating  with  the  Ministry 
regarding  the  mains  and  reservoirs  in  our  area  and  will  supply  properties  in  the 
area.  The  Council  agreed  to  the  making  of  a contribution  tovrards  the  additional 
costs  involved. 


This  parish  has  a mains  supply  from  a deep  borehold  provided  by  the 
Estate  Company  concerned,  and  the  supply  has  been  extended  to  serve  nearby  houses 
in  the  haitlet  including' the  three  Council  houses. 

The  borehold  supply 'referred  to  above  is  sufficient  and  wholesome. 

During  the  year  a permuted  base  exchange  water  softener  was  fixed  on  the 

supply  to  the  three  Council  houses  as  the  water  is  very  hard  (535  parts  per  million), 

/ Girsbv 


(d)  G-irsby. 

This  parish  has  only  a very  small  hamlet  and  consists  primarily  of 
isolated  farms  and  hinds  houses.  Part  of  it  is  supplied  by  Northallerton  Rural 
District  (private  supplies)  and  the  rest  by  boreholes  and  wells. 

The  parish  is  adjacent  to  High  Worsall  which  is  in  Northallerton  Rural 
District  Council's  statutory  area  of  supply  and  can  be  supnlied  from  that 
source. 

(®)  Part  of  ^Ibwton  Morrell. 

This  parish  has  no  hamlet  and  comprises  isolated  farms  and  houses. 

The  part  referred  to  can  be  supplied  by  the  Tees  Valley  and  Cleveland  7fater  Board 
from  their  main  in  Cleasby. 

(f)  Over  Dinsdale. 

At  Over  Dinsdale  the  Estate  Company  have  a 2"  galvanised  iron  pipe 
which  crosses  the  County  boundary  from  Middleton-one-Row  near  Middleton-St- 
George,  County  Durham  in  the  Darlington  Rural  District  Council  area,  and 
supplies  Over  Dinsdale  Hall  which  has  been  converted  into  a hatchery  and  three 
houses,  and  then  a galvanised  iron  pipe  serves  other  14-15  outlying  isolated 
farms  a.nd  houses. 

The  water  supply  in  this  parish  could  be  improved  by  the  provision  of  a 
storage  reservoir  at  Over  Dinsdale  and  a larger  main  across  the  river,  or 
alternatively,  the  extension  of  the  Tees  Valley  Water  Board's  suppli'-  main  at 
Neasham  to  serve  Lower  Dinsdale,  Co.  Durham  and  across  the  County  boundary  bridge 
over  the  River  Tees. 

Quantity  and  Purity  of  Water. 

Three  hundred  samples  taken  by  statutory  undertakers,  there  were  no 
unsatisfactory  results.  In  additional  to  this  two  samples  of  a well  water 
supply  to  six  cottages  at  Eryholme  were  most  unsatisfactory  and  the  tenants 
were  advised  to  boil  the  water  pending  further  cleansing  of  the  well  and  re- 
sampling.

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Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal. 

The  village  of  Stapleton  has  a combined  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  system 
which  is  unsatisfactory.  At  Cleasby,  Manfield  and  Dalton  there  are  combined 
sewers  which  discharge  without  proper  treatment 'to  ditches.  At  the  remaining 
villages  of  Newton  Morrell,  Cliff e and  Over  Dinsdale  no  public  sewer  is  available 
although  there  are  only  a few  scattered  dv/elling  houses  in  these  ptirishes.  In  all 
the  parishes  many  houses  have  their  oi/m  cesspools,  some  with  filters,  about  which 
no  complaints  have  been  received.  During  the  year  the  question  of  annual 
cleansing  of  cesspools  without  charge  was  considered  by  the  Council,  but  was 
declined  on  account  of  the  cost.  The  Council  periodically  flush  and  clean  sewers 
and  tanks  at  Barton,  Cloasby  and  Stapleton  and  the  combined  sewers  at  Manfield  , 
and  Dalton, 

The  village  of  Croft  has  a satisfactory  sewerage  and  modem  sewage  disposal 
works  which  was  completed  in  1954.  The  total  number  of  properties  served  by  the 
sewer  is  eighty-eight  of  which  seventy-five  are  connected  to  the  sewer. 

During  the  year  under  review  a new  sewage  disposal  works  at  Barton  was 
completed  and  ce^^tain  sewer  extensions  in  the  village,  A small  tank  v^ith  sand 
and  gravel  filter  arrangement  was  provided  at  Eryholme  village  to  serve  the 
fifteen  houses  concerned.  At  th.e  same  time  a modification  of  the  existing 
arrangements  of  drainage  and  sewers  was  made  in  order  to  separate  surface  water 
and  soil,  ■ . ; . 

The  Council  do  not  undertake ’the  emptying  of  private  cesspools  in  the  area 
but  on  request  arrangements  are  made  for  the  hire  of,  the  Darlington  Rural  District 
Council's  machine  which  carries  out  this  work  at  an  hourly  rate  of  2l/-d, 

Proposed  Schemes. 

Manfield  Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal, 

The  Consultant,  having  submitted  details  of  a scheme  for  a new  sewage  works, 
including  some  sewers,  at  a cost  of  £8,800  and  particulars  having  been  forwarded  to 
the  Ministry,  an  informal  investigation  was  made  by  the  Ministry’ s inspector  in 
November, 

Clsasby  and  Dalton  Sewerage  and  Semge  Disposal  Scheme.  r 

The  Council  are  still  awaiting  the  Consulta,nt’ s detailed  report  on  the 

1 

scheme  for  Cleasby  but  during  the  year  under  review  the  Council  did  deal  with  the 
matter  of  farm  wastes.  The  farmers  concerned  decided  to  make  thoir  own  arrange- 
ments. 

In  September  the  Council  considered  a preliminary  report  from  the  Consultant 
in  connection  xvith  the  village  of  Dalton  providing  sewers  and  pumping  station  with 


rising  main  in^’3  the  sewage  works  at  Croft  at  an  estimated  cost  of  £16,500. 

This  estimate  included  for  extensions  to  the  Croft  works  amounting  to  £2,150. 

The  Consultant  attended  a Council  meeting  in  October  where  suggestions  were 
made  for  a gravity  sewer  to  replace  the  pumping  station  and  rising  main  at  an 
increased  cost  of  about  £3,000.  The  Consultant  will  be  arranging  for  trial 
bore  holes  to  be  made  along  the  route  of  the  gravity  main,  together  with  detailed 
particulars  of  the  increased  cost  involved, 

Stapleton. 

The  Council's  Consultants  were  instructed  to  prepare  a scheme  for  this 
village. 

Closet  Accommodation. 

During  the  year  five  privies  v/ere  converted  into  ?/.Cs  as  compared  with  six 
in  i960  and  tv/elve  in  1959 • The  Council  do  not  pay  a grant  towards  the  cost  of 
W.C.  conversions. 

In  1953  the  Council  considered  a report  suggesting  that  grants  be  made 
towards  closet  conversions  under  the  Public  Health  Act,  193^,  Section  47  but 
decided  to  take  no  action. 

Scavenging. 

Public  scavenging  is  carried  out  throughout  the  v/hole  of  the  Council's  area 
by  contract.  The  occupiers'  of  houses  are  instructed  to  bring  their  bins  to  the 
roadside  and  a fortnightly  collection  is  made,  the  cost  being  £1,210.  There  are 
no  refuse  tips  belonging  to  the  Council  in  the  area  but  the  Contractor  has  an 
arrangement  with  a local  farmer  for  tipping  at  Stapleton. 

Litter  Baskets . 

Litter  baskets  are  situated  at  Barton  (3),  Cleasby  (1),  Croft  (2),  Manfield 
(2),  Dalton  (1),  and  Stapleton  (2)  and  are  emptied  by  the  Contractor  every 
fortnight , 

Maintenance  of  Council  Sswage  Works. 

The  Council  employs  one  man  to  deal  v^ith  the  maintenance  of  the  Croft  and 
Barton  Sev/age  Works  and  carry  out  rodding  of  sewers  and  other  minor  cleansing 
duties  here  and  elsewhere  in  the  district.  The  emptying  of  the  Council's  tanks 
attached  to  other  sewage  vjorks  is  carried  out  regularly  by  the  hiring  of  a 
cesspool  emptier  from  Darlington  Rural  District  Council, 

Rivers  and  Streams.  River  Pollution  Prevention. 


During  the  year  the  Wear  and  Tees  River  Board,  who  are  responsible  for  the 
prevention  of  pollution  of  the  rivers  and  streams  in  the  area  have  continued  to 
work  in  close  co-operation  with  the  department.  Copies  of  analyses  of  effluents 


from  the  Council's  T/7orks  where  they  are  likely  to  affect  the  rivers  and  streams 
are  sent  to  us  periodically.  The  Pollution  Officer  of  the  Wear  and  Tees  River 
Board  is  kept  advised  as  to  the  position  regarding  our  new  schemes  for  sev/erage 
and  sewage  disposal  and  of  any  improvements  carried  out  to  our  existing  Works . 

Barton  Beck  was  cleansed  towards  the  end  of  the  year,  the  Council  having 
decided  to  meet  the  cost  provided  riparian  ovmers  contributed  10^  of  the 
charge.  This  was  done  to  prevent  to  re-occurrence  of  flooding  which  took  pla,ce

Inspection  of  Meat_ajid  Other  Foods . 

There  are  no  licensed  slaughterhouses  in  the  area.  The  only  butcher 
resident  in  the  area  obtains  his  meat  from  Darlington.  Two  renewal  licences 
to  slaughter  animals  were  granted  during  the  year. 

Food  Premises. 

There  are  seven  licensed  houses,  including  tv/o  hotels;  five  general  dealers, 
one  sub-post  office  selling  sweets  etc,,  and  a fish  shop.  The  standard  of 
hygiene  in  the  shops  is  fairly  satisfactory  considering  that  they  are  village 
shops  with  dwelling  houses  at  the  rear.  The  table  bclov/  indicates  the  situation 
of  these  premises.

It  is  expected  that  v/hen  the  Byelav/s  are  amended  they  will  include  an  item 
requiring  the  provision  of  approved  appliances  for  the  burning  of  fuels  to 
all  domestic  premises.

A report  on  the  administration  of  Sections  3 and  5 relating  to  the 
provision  of  and  maintenance  of  cleanliness  in  sanitary  conveniences  for 
agricultural  vrorks  v;as  submitted  last  year  to  the  Council.
